The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not fairly suggest a composition comprised of specific ingredients, such as 
venlafaxine coated on an inert core, polyvinyl pyrrolidone as a separation layer, ethyl 
cellulose as the controlled release layer with dibutyl sebacate plasticizer, in specific 
amounts to attain a specific dissolution profile.
